A friend writes me 


*\ . . Fundam entally the reason why punishment 
docs not act to d eter crime, is because every crim* 
in the book is a sym ptom of a fundamental disease, 
and apprehending and punishing the crim inal does no 


m ore good than putting salve on the open sores' of 
one who is suffering from the deficiency disease of 


scurvy.'* 


This is a point of view that has been growing 


upon the human rare since (terraria engaged in 


proposing prison reform , lf we sentence a man lo 


reform him, we shall inevitably fail because it Is 
experience that punishment does not improve the 


criminal, although it may make him afraid. 


Nevertheless, we cannot place a crown of laurel 


leaves on the kidnapper’s brow arid praise him for his 


kindness in not kidnapping two children instead of 


only one. What needs to be done with a kidnapper is 
to deprive hint of hts liberty and lite as we deprive a 
m urderer of his life. And we ought to be honest about 


it. 
we ought not to say that we send a kidnapper to 


Alcatraz to reform him , to improve his morals, or to 


aet a glowing exam ple to future generations. 
We 


ought to say that we do it because this fellow is a no 


good so-and-so and we want to get rid ot him. 


It is nonsense to say that men kidnap or m urder 


or go into rackets because they are starving. Who that 


is older than 25 y e a rs has not. som ewhere along the 


line, had it very tough and even been hungry .it times'* 


Rut most of us of the older generation expected nothing 
that we did no! e a rn ourselves and there w ere no laws 


to keep boys of IR with mustaches and sideburns, idle. 


I have known m any wicked people in m y day, 


gangsters, thieves, m urderers, bandits, even kidnap­ 


pers. the kind of people a newspaperm an gets to see 
and talk to professionally or even socially. P a rt of my 
boyhood was spent w here on one side. the Kid—Twist 


Gang was being form ed and on the other side. the 


Paul Kelly Gang was already operating. 


My friend s idea that punishing the crim inal does 


him no good has m erit, if that is what she means, 
b ut when I see a voung girl in New Je rse y raped and 
m urdered by a dope, or a baby on Long Island kid­ 


napped and thrown among bushes to die from ex­ 


posure, I have no desire to reform (he guys who did 


it. 
I want to get rid of them, so that they m ay not 


do it again. It is presently regarded as sound sociology 


to be merciful to the evil-doer, to be tough on the 


police if they try to discover a crim inal, and to 
ignore

social 
value 
of 
protecting 
the 
person 


against whom the crim e is committed. 
It is twisted 


logic. 


Did Hie little girl in New Jersey have as much 


right to live as her rap er and m urderer? She did not 


have a twisted mind. She was not abnorm al or sub­ 


norm al or whatever you want to call the dope. She 


w as .just a girl, going her way and living a decent 
life. This idiot w as impelled to rape and m urd er her 


because, as my friend says, he was suffering from a 


fundamental disease. So he raped and m urdered her. 


But what about her? And what about other little 


girls that this fellow or similar ones will feel impelled 


to rape and m u rd er? 
Are they not to be protected 


from such compulsions?
